Burned to the Ground for the Third Time 
in Its History. 


ONE OF BOSTON'S OLD LANDMARKS, 


And the Headquarters of the Bap- 
tist Church. 


THE LOSS ESTIMATED AT $375,000, 


The Temple Was Originally a Theater, but 
Since 1863 Has Been Used as a 
OCharch—Fires Elaewherc. 


Boston, March 19.—Fire broke out about 7 
o’clock this morning in Tremont temple on 
Tremont street, opposite the Tremont house. 
and before noon the entire «structure was 
gutted, entailing a loss estimated at $375,000. 
Fireman Pat Dunn, of engine 26, had a leg 
broken and another man, name unknown, 
is reported to have been seriously injured. 
The fire in the temple was discovered by 
one of the guests of the fourth floor of the 
Parker house adjoining. | 

He had first been aroused by the smoke, 
and, on going to his window, was startled 
by seeing flames darting from the window 
fronting him. He thought it was the. hotel, 
and smashing the glass on one of the sig- 
nal boxes on his floor, sent in the first alarm. 
The hotel guests proceeded to remove them- 
selves and their effects and no mishaps are 
reported. The temple was a fiery furnace 
twenty minutes after the first alarm. The 
flames poured from all the upper windows, 
threatening the Burnham building and W. 
S. Butler’s building adjoining on Tremont 
street, placing the Parker house afid the 
Park hotel in danger in the rear and alarm- 
ing the firemen less it should get down 
among the rookeries. The firemen ran lines 
of hose up through the Parker house and the 
Park hotel and both buildings were damaged 
by water. 

At 9 o'clock the fire was well under con- 
trol. The 1,000 occupants at the Parker 
house and the Park hotel were returning to 
their rooms and the fire brigade were busy 
covering goods, guarding as much as pos- 
sible from the water, that damaged more or 
less the adjoining buildings and their eon- 
tents. 

The loss on the temple is variously esti- 
mated at from $325,000 to $375,000, while 
the Parker house is believed to have been 
damaged by water to the extent of $5,000. 
Besides the Union Temple church, there 
were a number of offices in the building, in- 
cluding the American Baptist Missionary 
Mission, Home Mission Society, the busi- 
ness and editorial departments of The 
Watchman and The Baptist Social Union.

No. 90 to 98 Tremont street is the build- 
ing occupied by William S. Butler, dry 
goods, etc. This building was not dam- 
aged by fire, though some of the stock was 
damaged by water. The Burnham building 
was occupied on the ground floor by S. A. 
Beckard gents: furnishing goods, and at 
No. $6 by Lubin, trusses. Goods damaged 
by water. 

Tremont temple, which was originally a 
theater, has been one of the most conspic- 
uous buildings of Boston in the gencration. 
Since 1863 it has been celebrated all over 
the country as the largest Baptist church 
in New England, if not in America, and the 
headquarters of that denomination. The 
purpose of taking it for religious purposes 
was stated in the original appeal for pur- 
chase money to found a church in Boston, 
where all persons, whether rich or poor, 
without distinction of color or condition 
might worship. On December 7th. after 
remodeling, the house was dedicated, but 
on the night of March 31. 1852, the temple 
was burned and John Hall, a citizen, was 
killed and George Estes, a fireman of 
engine No. 7, Charleston, bad his back 
broken and. died shortly. afterwards. The 
loss was $178,365, insurance $45,244. 

A new building on the old site was com- 
pleted, however, in December, 1853. at a 
cost of $166,000. On August 14, 1879, the 
— was destroyed again — fire but was 
2 y rebuilt and reopened on October 

7, 1880, at a cost of more than $230,000. 

The auditorium was one of the largest in 
the country, being 122 feet in length, sev- 
enty-two in width and sixty-six in height. 
The oer capacity was ¢qual to an au- 
dience of 2.000 people. Beneath this great 
hall was Meineran, with a seating 
pacity of 1,000.

AMBUSHED AND SHOT. 


Three Men Waylay Dave Shippy and 
12 Shoot Him Dead. 


ME SCENE WAS NEAR BUENA VISTA 


An Old Grudge, Inflamed by Whis- 
ky, Leads to Fatal Results. 


HE WAS HUNG TO A GATE POST.

The Friends of Sheriff Burnett Lynch One 
of the Men Who Are Responsible for 
His Death—Crimes of a Sunday. 


Beuna Vista, Ga:, March 19.—(Special-)— 
David J. Shippy was, waylaid and shot to 
death by the Hoggs near here yesterday 
afternoon. The shooting was the outgrowth 
of an old feud and from the testimony of 
the one eye-witness the killing see No 
have been of the most cowardly sort. 

The seene of the affray was about five 
miles southwest of here, just beyond the 
plantation of Mr. Howell Hollis. The one 
witness was a negro named Daniel Brown, 
who works for Mr. Hollis, 

The grudge between the Hoggs and the 
Shippy was an old one. Shippy has had 
the reputation of being a sort of a bully, 
while the Hogg boys have had the reputa- 
tion of being very dangerous when mad. 

One year ago last November Jim and 
Floyd Hogg was playing a game of pool 
here. Shippy walked in and began to watch 
the game. In his usual turbulent manner he 
resorted to vexing the players, cursing them 
and remarking that they did not know how 
to play pool. Two overcoats went off and a 
row followed. Floyd Hogg knocked Shippy 
flat in the floor, striking him in the back of 
the head with the butt end of the cue he 
used. Shippy was arrested for disorderly 
conduct. 

The Hoggs were not pacified and it is the 
impression generally that they have har- 
bored nfalice toward Shippy ever since. They 
knew Shippy was in town Saturday. It 
seems that they hastened out to lay in am- 
bush, concealing themselves in bushes, where 
the road turned abruptly.. They had al- 
ready secured guns. 

On seeing Shippy approach, Jim Hogg 
rushed into the road and hailed him by 
asking if he was ready for a row. Shippy 
was driving an ox cart, sitting on the seat 
and sick from too much whisky. He re- 
plied no, that he was tired and did not want 
a Tow. 

Then L. A. Hogg, father of the, boys, 
came out from behind the bushes and said 
something about the money that Shippy had 
caused his son Floyd to pay out for fines. 
Shippy replied that he had paid out as 
much money as his sons had to pay, and, 
besides, he thought t matterhad been 
pegs ot 
; his sons had- 


afraid of them. 

At this Jim and Floyd moved around to 
either side of the cart. Pushing their guns 
before Shippy's face, they commanded him 
to look into the gun barrels. 

Then Floyd Hogg fired, thirte bullets en- 
tering Shippy’s left side. The father en- 
deavored to arrest both guns, but without 
success. 

Jim Hogg then fired, literally covering the 
back of Shippy’s head with bird shot. A 
third shot was fired, but it is supposed to 
have missed the man.

Which Has Dutertained the Students at 
Athens and Their Friends—The 
Men in Charge Now. 


Athens, Ga., March 19,—(Special.)—If 
the university can: claim any superiority 
or merit over, her sister institutions of 
the south, it is certainly in the excellence 
of her publications Georgia, as a state, 
has produced nere men who have 
achieved great promigepce in the “fourth 
estate” than any other commonwealth of 
fie union; and that the university has 
been largely instrumental in this, nobody 
questions, The standard of our college 
monthly, from the beginning, has been 
of the highest literary merit—a publica- 
tion that interests both students and 
alumni, containing as it does matter of 


u sound and entertaining character as 


well as those college hits that so delight 
the new students and novice. 

The history of the Georgia University 
Magazine i with that of the 
senior class of 1851. ) 

There had been erstwhile papers gotten 
out by the students, but all the work 
had been done by a few. The whole 
was published in a bulletin—bound and 
there read. Such publications were. found 
to be productive of ill feeling, and many 
were the fights that resulted from these 
crude. papers. 

So frequent, indeed, were the free 
shows of manly skill that the faculty

deemed it advisable to suppress them as 
far as possible. This they did not quite 
succeed in accomplishing, and, up to the 
foundation of the magazine, there -were 
many clandestine papers gotten out by 
different political factions in the uni- 
versity. 

The faculty appealed to the. highest 
class to aid them in their effort to sup- 
press such, and this call was answered 
by the inauguration of a scheme to get 
out the periodical that now is |eing still 
published. 

To the head of their magazine was 
called Samuel Boykin, now editor of 
“Kind Words,” in Nashville, Tenn. He 
set the project on foot, and, although 


confronted by many difficulties, succeed-, 


ed in getting out a creditable dnd satis- 
factory periodical. Mr. Boykin was suc- 
ceeded, in the year 1852, by Thomas 
Daniels. Mr. Daniels was succeeded by 
William, Wash, and Mr. Wash was the 
last editor-in-chief who held that position 
prior to the war. The publication was 
suspended in 1854, and was not revived 
until 1892. There had been, during the 
time, different weekly papers gotten out 
by the Demosthenian and Phi Kappa 
Societies, but the ‘evolution of college 
journalism demanded that they should be 
relegated to the rear, and this was done 
when the two societies began again the 
publication of the Georgia University 
Magazine. This was revived with T. J. 
Shackleford as editor. in- chief. Mr. 
Shackleford held this position while 
taking a course of law, and was succeed- 
ed by Green Flournoy Johnson, then a 
membef of the junior class. These two 
With their corps made up the first vol- 
ume of the magazine—a volume that re- 
flects great credit both upon the young 
gentlemen and the college. ‘The second 
‘volume had as editor, first, Hugh Manson 
Dorsey, of Atlanta, who was succeeded 
at the beginning of the year by the 
present incumbent, E. P. Green, of Cobb 
county, now a member of the graduating 
class, and one of the hardest workers and 
‘best men, all round, that has ever been 
to this college. Pat held the position of 
business manager when the publication 
was set on foot, and made himself appre- 
ciated by his unceasing labor in its be- 
half. He has just assumed editorial con- 
trol, but, if his skill in this line is pro- 
portioned to that displayed in his finan- 


cial management, it will be, indeed, bril- 
liant and successful in the highest sense. 

Pat Green entered the present senior 
class in the fall of 1890. He was an un- 
assuming, quiet lad, and his career has 
been characterized: by hard work. He 
has risen sloWly, but surely, until he 
now holds the most responsible position 
in the gift of the student body. : 

Mr. Green has associated with him two 
business managers—one from the Phi 
Kappa and the other from the Demuos- 
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been exceptionally fortunate. From the 
Demosthenian,; mere “are: Gerry Caba- 
niss, of Savannah, Athletics ‘¢ his par- 
ticular department on the publication, and 
he never fails to come out with an inter- 
esting ‘ rticle.. He is captain of Company 
B., also—a position that he holds down 
with credit. Edwin Davis, of Greens- 
boro, has immediate charge of the special 
contributions, and it is due largely to his 
effort that good sound articles are 
obtained. He is also a fluent writer, and 
spends some time in assisting on the 
editorials, Thomas A. McGregor, of the 
Demosthenian, and W. T. Bacon, of the 
Phi Kappa, do the college dots, and their 
department ig second to none. The re 
maining two associates, L. C. Grier and 
B. L. Rountreé, both of the Phi Kappa, 
have charge of the remaining depart- 
ments, viz: College world, exchanges, 
the spectator, ‘hoo reviews and general 
notes. Although quite a large field, they 
succeed in covering it to the entire satis- 
faction_of all concerned, and greatly con- 
tribute to the worth of the book. 

Altogether, these men make up one of 
the very best corps of editors that has 
ever been connected with the monthly, 
and, if there be those pessimists who de- 
clare that Georgia is not still able to 
contribute her share to the journalistic 
world, let them but remember that we 
yet have the old university, and that, 
despite the many buffets and knocks, she

How often it is that 
we hear some one say, “Oh! he was a 
wild young man, but since his father’s 
death he has been different?“ The fact is 
that the father’s coffin, or the mother’s cof- 
fin, is often the altar of repentance for the 
enild, Oh! that was a stupendous day, 
the day of father’s burial.

You had better go 
out and see whether the lettering has been 
defaced. You had better go out and see 
whether the gate of the lot is closed.. You 
had better go out and see if you cannot find, 
a sermon in the springing grass. O young 
man! go out this week and see your father’s 

ve. Religion did so much for our 
hristian ancestry, are we not ready this 
morning to be willing to receive it into 
our own households If we do re 
ceive it, let it come through the front door, 
not through the back door. In other 
words, do not let us smuggle it in. There 
are a great many families who want to be 
religious, but they do not want anybody 
outside to know it. They would be mor- 
tified to death if you caught them at fami- 
ly prayers. They would not sing in the 
worship for fear their neighbors would 
hear them. They do not have prayers 
when they have company! 

They do not know much about the nobil- 
ity of the western trapper. A traveler 
going along was overtaken by night and 
a storm, and he entered a cabin.

The curious will find 
out from those with whom you have played 
in your childhood how old you are. Have 
a family Bible. It will go down from gener- 
ation to ap merge full of holy memories. 
A hundred years after you are dead it will 
be a benediction to those who come after 
you. Other books worn out or fallen apart 
will be flung to the garret or the cellar, 
but this will be inviolate and it will be your 
— 4 for centuries against iniquity and in 

half of righteousness. 

Oh! when we see what family religion 
did for our father’s household, do we not 
want it to come into the dining room to 
break the bread, into the nursery to bless 
the young, into the parlor to purify the 
socialities, into the library to control the 
reading, into the bedroom to hallow the 
slumber, into the hall to watch our going 
out and our coming in? Aye, there are 
hundreds of voices in this house ready to 
cry out: “Yes! Yes! As for me and my

There are two arms to this subject. 
The one arm puts its hand on all parents. 
It says to them: “Don’t interfere with 
your children’s welfare. Don’t interfere

trip them into ruin. Start them under the 
shelter, the insurance, the everlasting help 
of Christian parentage. Catechisms will 
net save them, though catechisms are good. 
The rod will not save them, though the rod 
may be necessary. Lessons of virtue will 
not save them, though they are very import- 
ant. Becoming a through and through, up 
and down, out and out Christian yourself 
wil make them Christians.” 

The other arm of this subject: puts its

ing up, but who as yet have disappointed 
the expectations excited in regard to 
them. I said that children brought up in 
Christian households, though they ‘might 
make a wide curve, were very apt to come 
back to the straight path.

The Appolntment of Senators. 

When a state legislature fails to clect a 
United States senator, has tho ,orernur 
the right to appoint one? 8 

The precedeuts are few and una 0 
tory, and it is to be boped that he sen- 
ato will finally settle the matter when 
the appointed senators from Montana, 
Wyoming and Washington apply for ad- 
mission. 

It is not denied that appointments may 
be made to temporarily fill vacancies 
caused by death, resignation or other 
wise during a legislative recess, but sup- 
pose the legislature fails or refuses to 
elect a s@nator? The Washington Post 
takes this view: : 

It is not in the ling of good politics & sound 
public policy for the governor of a state to 
take upon himself the functions that belong 
solely to the legislative power, even to supply 
a grave evasion of duty on the part of the lat- 
ter, The legislature should ‘be compelled to 
discharge its lawful obligations ingtead of 
being relieved of its responsibility by shifting 
it upon the executive. 

Contingencies are readily conceivable where 
a prolonged legislative deadiock over the elec- 
tion of a United States senator might result 
in a bargain for the executive appointment, 
or where a deadlock might be deliberately 
planned for the purpose of forcing the appolnt - 
ment upon the governor, thereby pegativing, 
it might be, the will of a majority of the leg- 


ange itself or defeating the will of the peo- 
ple, 


The suggestion is made that to avoid 
such contingencies it would be well to 
have the legislatures understand that 
‘when they fail to discharge their duty 
in this respect their states must go with- 
out their senatorial representatives until 
‘the vacancy is legitimately filled, 

It is a two-sided question. The Rich- 


mond Dispatch recently stated that the 


late Senator Benjamin H. Hill contended 
that the governor had the right to ap- 
point when the legislature failed to elect 
a senator. There is much to be gaid in 
favor of this position. Those who hold 
the contrary opinion must admit that it 
would be possible for states to withdraw 
altogether from the senate and remain 
unrepresented there for a long period. 
This would disturb the harmony of our 
legislative system, and such a course on 
the part of many states at the same time 
might produce serious consequences. 
Upon the whole, would it not be the bet- 
ter plan to concede the right of the gov- 
ernor to make temporary appointments 
to fill senatorial vacancies without regard 
to the causes back of them? This would 
insure the continuous. representation of 
each state in the senate, and this was 
doubtless the intention of the framers of 
our federal constitution. 


The Cost of a Canning Factory. 

Many of our readers who have noted 
The Constitution’s articles on the fruit 
and vegetable canning industry naturally 
desire to know how much it would. cost 
to start a canning factory on a-moderate 
scale. 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record 
goes fully into the details. It says that a 
plant having a daily capatity of 2,000 
cans of three pounds each will not cost 
for its entire equipment more than $100, 
exclusixe of the building and the brick 
used for the chimneys and to set the ket- 
tles. The equipment for a 4,000 canning 
factory can be had for $200, not includ- 
ing bricks or building, Three hundred 
dollars will buy the equipment for a fac 
tory turning out daily 10,000 cans of 
three pounds each. The average labor 
cost in a 4,000 can factory is about $25 
per day. 4 

These points will enable our readers to 
figure out the cost of such a plant as they 
may think of establishing. In almost 
every small town there are old ware 
houses or other buildings that can be 


rented or purchased for a small sum. It 


is easy enough to secure the building. 
The brick work needed and the equip- 
ment cost only a few hundred. dollars 
for a large factory. So much for the gen- 
eral features of the enterprise. The Man- 
ee Record of the 17th instant 
contains an itemized list of: everything 
that is necessary. 


Storage Batteries on. Railways. 

Recent experiments in San Francisco 
have caused the people of that city to 
entertain great expectations in regard to 
the work the storage battery will do in 
— power for street-car locomo- 

on. 

The Chicago Tribune, in an editorial 
on the subject, regurds it as probable 
that the problem will be solved before 
long, if not solved already, and urges, 
further experiments. It says that, when 
perfected, the storage battery will abolish 
the trolley wire and relegate the horse 
car and the cable car to the misty past. 
‘Each storage battery car will carry its 
own propelling force, and this fact may 
do away with the train of cars. under 
the cable system. The storage battery 
car, says our contemporary, will easily 
climb hills, and, in its descent, will gather 
up force, thus reducing the total expendi- 
ture of power to the amount required for 
running on a dead level. These cars will 
be able to make quick dashes of several 
miles to the suburbs of a city, and then 
take on freshly charged batteries to pro- 
pel them back to the starting point, The 
trolley wire may continue in use on ele- 
vated roads, but the storage battery will 
probably be the motive power for surface 
cars in all cities and towns, Undoubted- 
ly, it is the coming motive force, Its ap- 
‘plication to steam railways may be de- 
layed indefinitely, but there are sanguine 
experts who are confident that, in the 
near future, the railways of the country 
will be taken possession.of by storage 
battery cars, or trains propelled by light 
electric locomotives: The first thing to 
do, however, is to continue the experi- 
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Reconciliation and Restitution. 

A Virginian suggests in The New York

Old and New Records. 

Speaking of the alleged shady record 
ef the new senator from North Dakota, 
The Boston Herald says that, if the 
story is true, it illustrates the opportuni- 
ties the far west offers for men to begin 
a new career in life. Another senator 
from that section, says The Herald, left 
the east many years ago under a cloud, 
He changed his name, made a good 
record, and has been twice elected to the 
senate, where his conduct has been highly 
creditable. 

Men do not find ft necessary to go far 
away from home to begin new lives and 
rise in the world, despite their past fol- 
lies and errors. There ar many eminent 
and honored men in public life, in the 
pulpit and in professional and business 
circles, who in their youthful days were 
apparently on the road to perdition. 
Fortunately, they had the sense and the 
principle to turn over a new leaf before 
it was too late, and, whén their neigh- 
bors saw that they were thoroughly in 
earnest, these men found no lack of 
friends, and nobody tried to pull them 
down. ‘People generally are much better 
and more kind-hearted than the pessi- 
mista are willing to admit. As a rule, 
when a man js doing his level best to get 
into the right path and stay there, making 
a manly struggle, without whining or 
complaining, others will sympathize with 
him and bid him God-speed. We natural- 
ly regard such transformations with ad- 
Yniring wonder, and feel that the re 
making of a man is something that shows 
remarkable will power, if, indeed, it is 
not a manifestation of divine interference 
in the affairs of men. 

We have no definite information con- 
cerning the western senators spoken of 
by the Boston paper but, if they are 
good men now, honest and true in all 
the relations of life, they need not fear 
the enemies who are digging up their 
records of twenty years ago. Character 
changes, or develops. The gray-haired 
man of today is, nine times out of ten, 
incapable of the reprehensible actions of 
his youth. Still, this is no encouragement 
to the young to plunge into a career of 
folly. They will save no end of trouble 
by starting in the right path and follow- 
ing ft, without any experimental digress 
sions. 


Reform in Pennsylvania. 

A bill now before the Pennsylvania leg- 
islature provides that persons addicted to 
the habit of drinking intoxicating liquors 
shall be ineligible to any office created 
by statute. It is claimed in the preamble 
of the proposed law that intoxication is 
insanity, and for that reason drinking 
men are not wanted in some of the pub- 
lic offices of the state. 

We say “some of the public offices.” 
The bill does not avply to persons hold- 
ing office under the constitution. The 
governor and the statehouse officers, and 
the members of the legislature may drink 
as much as they please. They are not 
to be interfered with on this account. 

Some people will object to the bill be- 
cause it does not apply to all the office 
holders, and they will argue that it is 
just as necessary to have a sober execu- 
tive and legislature as it is to have total 
abstainers among the other classes of 
officials.

If the laws occa- 
sionally show a drunken or crazy bias 
the inferior officers will have discretion 
enough to see that they are not executed 
to the damage of the people. If this is 
the idea it deserves credit for ite origi- 
nality. How it will pan out remains to 
be seen, but it is hardly possible that guch 
an absurd bill will become a law.

Remarkable it is that 
in none of the gospels we find that the man 
Jesus is praised ‘and described as that — 
man. All of them content themselves by r 
lating to us what He did and what He wid, 
but just this simple narration and repetition 
of His words make the dee impression. 
Jesus was a member of the Jewish nation, 
which nation was at that time full of the 
idea that a Messiah would soon come to de- 
liver them from Roman slavery, would erect 
bis throne in Jerusalem and all the power 
and wealth would concentrate at the old city 
of David. Jesus opposed this materialistic 
conception and spoke of the kingdom of 
heaven. Thus he set himself in opposition 
with the popular opinion and with the teach- 
ings of the Pharisees, and he must have fore- 
seen that this would bring him difficulties and 
disaster, but nevertheless he followed his 
course, pointing to a spiritual kingdom. and 
the world has followed Him, and will follow 
Him in the future.

A Number of Savannabians Filed a Pe- 
tition In the U. S. Clerk's Office. 


THE REORGANIZATION PLAN DISCUSSED. 


Judge Newman Was Engsged All Day 
Hearing TLaree Arguments—A Num- 
ber o. Mooushiners Disposed Of. 


A petition was filed Saturday in the 
Office of the clerk of the United States 
court for the privilege of becoming inter- 
vehots in the huügauon sulrouuuug the 
Marietta and Nortu Georgia railroad. 

ihe intervention was med by Peacock, 
Hunt & Co., of Savannah; the Soutuern 
Bank Of the State of Georgia, the Mer- 
chauts’ National bank, of Savannah, and 
other citizens of Savannah, aud sets forth 
that they own and control 119 bonds of 
the Marietta and North Georgia read, 

These bonds are valued at 51, 000 each, 
and are secured by a mortgage deed of 
trust dated July 1, 1881. ‘The petitioners 
desire to intervene pro interesse suo, and 
pray that they may become a party to 
other proceedings that may arise from any 
settlements or further complications. The 
petition was filed by the attorneys for the 
petitioners, 

At present the affairs of the Marietta and 
North Georgia are in a more promising 
shape, as there promises to be a reorganiza- 
tion plan decided upon by all parties inter- 
ested. The foundation of the reorganiza- 
tion plan is the appointment of Mr. Elias 
Summerfield as co-receiver with Mr. 
Glover. The petition for the appomtment 
of Mit. Summerfield was filed by the Cen- 
trai Trust Company, of New York, acting 
under a @esplution dawn up by the re 
organization committee. The petition — 
filed Marchi ith in the office of the clerk of 
the United States court, and came up 
fore Judge Newman for hearing on the 15th 
but was continued until the 25th,. and 
will be heard next Saturday. 

It is thought by. the majority of the bond- 
holders of the Marietta and North Georgia 
that the appointment of Mr. Summerfield 
as co-receiver will have the effect of greatly 
strengthening the road and possibly lead to 
a combination between the road involved, 
the Atlanta and Florida, and the Knoxville 
and Cumberland Gap road.

Nearly the entire time of Judge Newman 
was then up by the hearing of argument 
in regard to the remanding of three cases 
to the city court in Columbus. After hear 
ing all the arguments the judge reserved 
his decision. 

Twenty-six moonshiners were brought up 
before Judge Newman and the cases of sev- 
eral of them disposed of.
